One ot the commonest, perhaps 
g.eatesl mistakes of the farmers of 
this county, especially that class who 
dig their living out of the ground 
upon small fauns, and ' patches of 
ground, " is the little value they seem 
to set upon the family »ard«o. In 
passing through tho farming commu- 
nity it is common to see a few veg- 
etables huddled in some corner call- 
ad a gard?n, as though the intention 
was to crowd that class af vegeta- 
tion out of existence. It is this 
bad arrangement that makes gar 
dening appear to be unprofitable to 
this class of individuals. The wri- 
ter therefore proposes to give a few 
praclic tl hints 011 ga. dening for home 
Use. Not as the theorist however, 
^ets his information exclusively from 
books, but from hard experience as 
well. 

The garden should be il possible 
of a square or long square shape; let 
everything ba planted in stiaight 
rows across the garden, with enough 
between tho rows to pass a small 
plow between them, suffer no patch- 
es or beds to be seen in your 
garden, they are an abomination. If 
youdootwanta whole row of one 
particular vegetable finish tho row 
with something else similar to it in 
growth, having your garden plan:ed 
with good seed of your own saving if 
possible. Cultivate with double 
shovel plow. Plant your onions 
with the rest of your vegetables. 
Dont be afraid to throw the dirt up 
to them, provided the ground is 
loose, no vegetable is better adapt- d 
to receive the dirt from the plow 
than the onion, the stems being 
erect and quite stiff. Most garden 
ers cultivate their onions on top of 
the ground. This may do well 
enough for marketing purposes 
where the object alone is to make 
monty. The onion may grow lar 
ger (though contrary to my expe- 
rience) and will doubtless bear trans- 
portation better, being tougher and 
timet, but if you want to eat an on- 
ion of almost Egyptian flavor let it 
be raised under a dark rich soil and 
not on top of it, where it will be har- 
dened by broiling sun. To have on- 
ions for table uso early in the spring 
leave one row out during the winter 
throw some cearse litter over them 
in the commencement of winter, they 
will start earlier by it, when the 
spring opens clean them out, loosen 
the soil about them. The young on- 
ions that grow around the parent 
onion like suckers, may be removed 
for table use long before onions can 
be had in any other way, and that 
without injuring the crops of sets. 

The common method of preparing 
ground for swaet potatoes, to say 
the least, is vary unphilosophical. 
I refer to tho practice of making the 
ridges or hills as sleek as possible 
The first big rain will glaze the sur- 
face of the ground thus prepared, 
leaving the pores closed, consequent 
ly preventing the usual circulation 
of moisture. A far cheaper and bet- 
ter way is to throw up the ridges 
with the plow. First open a stitch, 
then throw the dirt back into it re 
peat the pro-ess till the ridge is as 
large as necossary. break the clods 
and just leave it so, after the pota- 
toes arc Worked out the first time, 
the ridges will be as nice as any 
body's and in far better condition 
than those prepared in the usual 
way The tomato is one of the most 
popular vegetable now in uae, being 
bealthy and very suitable for can- 
ning. 

The plant is exceedingly hardy 
and has no enemy worse than the 
genu* homo. They will therefore 
succeed to some extent with most 
any kind of treatment, so the soil is 
good. But to have the fruit in a 
perfect state, some labor and skill 
must be bestowed upon them as well 
as other productions of the earth. 
They should be planted in hill-, it a 
lare variety) three feet apart, wi'h 
a stake to each hill, keep the vine 
tied to the stake aa it advances in 
growth, remove all suckers to the 
height of two or three feet from the 
ground. Thus managed each vim 
will exhibit a perfect wreath of fruit. 
I conclude this article by saying that 
the garden if well managed not only 
pays bouutifjlly, but lends a charm- 
ing feature to home that can come 
from no other source. In my next I 
will enquire into the claims of anoth 
er vegetable.

Cm b by J. D. Githrie, upon 
the Question "What id the 
Best fence fop. Shelbt 0MB> 
tt." 

The heading may look like a di- 
gression from the.'ubjeet before us, 
but wheu we tako a retrospective 
view of the past, and look back thir- 
ty or forty years, we find the grand 
old forest of noble trees numberce 
with tha things that were. Some 
have been destroyed in the opening 
of farm* and lira waod, others the 
most valuable for timber hava gone 
for the building of fences which 
the ravages of time have lestroyed. 
We have in their sUad a few smrl 
ad and crooked spevimeaa of what 
the forest in this county once con- 
tained. It is time at this late day 
the farmers ara beginning to econo- 
mise by sparing to some extent the 
grand instrument God uses in na- 
ture for greatly controlling the ax- 
tremes ot temperature and moderat- 
ing the violence of aerial disturban- 
ces and inequaity of all kinds. Is 
twenty years hence the inquiring 
aod thoughtful mind may well aak 
with what kind of fences tha far- 
mers ot Shelby will euclose their 
farms; will it be the old worn rail 
fence now generally il use or will 
something belter, more desirable and 
econiniical take its pLo '. Not per- 
haps from choice. M we ire inclin- 
ed to loilow the footsteps of these 
who have preceded us Progress 
aud looking far into the future be 
ing a small part of tha composition 
of aaaukiud, but when 0111 tew re 



and our fences falling to decay with 
no timber to repair or replenish them 
then stern necessity will canse tke 
inventive genius of man to substi- 
tute something Lj take the place ol 
our former tences. If tho*e that 
have preceded us iiave don 
to avert the evil now at o 
can we not in this age of progrese 
and march oi intellect set an exam- 
ple to future generations worthy of 
imitation' Then aaSeneficia.-iea to 
ourselves and benefactors to those 
who may come after us, by begin- 
ning to plant groves of locuat in 
different parts ot our laruis in place* 
not particularly adapted to cultiva- 
tion, in wm years you can begin to 
cut posts and in twenty years you 
will have good >ize timber that can 
be u«ed for almost u iv purp ise. 
There was perhaps a timu when the 
old worn fence w is the cheapest of 
»11 others when timber was abundant 
and but little or n . demand for 
wood or lumber, but now wood at 
six dollars per cord and lumber at 
twenty-six dollars per thousand for 
common board, and advancing in 
price as high as seventy dollars per 
thousand it is doubtful economy 
to build a fence out of such high 
priced material to be repaired af'er 
tue third year and lasting at beat 
ten or twelve years. With constant 
replcnisning from the almost exhaust 
cd forest and material in that forest 
becoming more valuable every year. 

I thiuk if you w ould briiag figures 
to bear upon this question, you 
would lind with C.c value ol the tim- 
ber and cost of cutting and splitting 
ta say nothingof losa of land in lay- 
1 gihe worm, the fence now in gen- 
eral use is more expensive than any 
other, requiring constant outlay in 
time aad labor to keep in repair. 

This attack upon the old worm 
or crooked fence, like -the old oak- 
en bucket that hang in the well,' 
with its association by use may laok 
like sacrilege in the minds of some, 
but in dealing with this subject, aa 
all others, we should be true to our- 
selves, and posterity will not fail to 
give ns credit for our sincerity. But 
says one, demolish our old worn fen- 
ce, how can we lay off ear lands into 
fields, or keep out other people * 
stock? You would ask the same 
question when all your timber is 
gone, and your fences falling to de- 
cay. Would a skillful general wait 
until an opposing army came in sight 
before he would drill his men or 
prepare for the conflict. I have m 
my mind three kinds of fences, in 
my estimation, more durable and 
better adapt 'd to our present wants 
and necessities than any other. Be- 
fore entering upon this pan of mv 
subject a little digression may be 
necessary It is a question in my 
mind if farmers generally have not 
too much fencing on their farms. If 
lields wore larger w'ltli turning rows 
it would save a heavv expense not 
only in cost in keeping them up by 
repaiis, more land is available for 
the craps, no weeds or bushes are 
to send their annoying seed or roots 
over the land The harbor for mice 
and rats is destroyed, the expense 
and trouble of keeping up gates and 
bars is avoided and :he free right of 

the crops, etc., the inconvenience of 
such an arrangement is trifling ia 
comparison with the trouble and ex- 
panse of the old plan. 

Where rock ; s plenty and of easy 
access I would say inclos» your farm 
with a good and substantial -ock 
fence; if done well many generations 
may paae without expense or repair. 
Another good and substantial fence 
can be mad with a slight SMSl in 
comparison to all stone Build pil- 
lars of stone 'I feel by % nine feet 
apart, and five Met high, with slip 
holes at proper intervals |a hold six 
rails ten feet long, and broad cap 
stones lo keep the en. is of vuur rails 
dry; the advantage of this fence hi 
that if a rail brake or decay another 
can be put in Kb place and requires 
a small outlay 111 timber to leuce a 
large tract of land. Your rails thus 
placed will last three tunes longer 
than in a worm fence, and will occu- 
py not over oue third the specs. 
We now approach the fence in com- 
uiou use iu Europe, from time im- 
memorial and on prairies in the 
West. I refer to the hedge, a 
fence ornamental and substantial 
the only outlay in labor is trimming 
once ayear, with the appl s ices a 
a man can move along the lence 
very rapidly; eithir cf the above 
kind of fences is belter; more dura- 
ble and econiniical, both in mate 
rial, time and labor.
